Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 2, filed 7/1 1/08, with respect to Kaneko in view 
of Osakabe have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1- 
12 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regards to claims 1 and 7, none of the references alone or in combination 
discloses a deficiency detecting section for comparing a threshold value determined by 
calculating a non-fixed variable value that varies depending on the emitting power of the 
laser light source adjusted by the power adjusting section with a value corresponding to 
reflected light that is the light beam reflected by a an information layer of the information 
medium, and detecting the deficiencies o the information layer in accordance with a 
result of the comparison.
